Mackle Brothers’ Keenation, a 5- 
year-old son of Citation—Miss Keene- 
land, by *Blenheim II, arrived in Mary¬ 
land Feb. 19 to enter stud at Merry- 
land Farm, Hyde. iA good-looking dark 
bay horse standing about 16.2, Keena¬ 
tion will join the Count Fleet horse, 
Flaming Fleet, in the Merryland stud 
barn. 

Lightly campaigned during his three 
seasons at the track, Keenation is a 
stakes winner of four races. In win¬ 
ning the Peter Pan (Handicap as a 3- 
year-old he defeated Irish Lancer, 
Francis S., Weatherwise and Wise Ship, 
among others. 

A son of the mighty Citation—sire 
of Fabius, Silver Spoon, Manteau, 
Evening Time, Watch Your Step and 
Recite—Keenation is out of one of 
Calumet Farm’s most distinguished 
racemares. Miss Keeneland came to 
the races in 1943, when Ben Jones 
had one of the most respected align¬ 
ments of homebred fillies ever assem¬ 
bled under one shedrow at the same 
time. In the lineup that year were 
♦Blenheim II’s daughters Mar-Kell, 
Nellie L., and Miss Keeneland. Round¬ 
ing out the team was Bull Lea’s daugh¬ 
ter, Twilight Tear. Though half of the 
quartet consisted of 2-year-olds, the 
homebred team won 23 races that year. 

While Twilight Tear went on to 


achieve acclaim as Horse of the Year 
the following season, there was little 
to choose between her and Miss Keene¬ 
land at 2. When they raced as an en¬ 
try in the Arlington Lassie, Miss Keene¬ 
land was not ridden out, allowing the 
other filly to win by 2 1 / £ lengths. War¬ 
ren Wright, breeder and owner of the 
fillies was anxious to win with Twi¬ 
light Tear, as she was representing 
the first crop of her sire. 

Due to the latter fact, Twilight Tear 
was always the preferred member of 
the entry, she being given the right 
of way. Nevertheless, there were al¬ 
ways those who considered Miss Keene¬ 
land superior to her 2-year-old stable- 
mate. They had their convictions up¬ 
held in the Selima Stakes, in which 
Twilight Tear could not withstand the 
rush of Miss Keeneland. 

Keenation is the seventh foal, fifth 
starter and fourth winner for Miss 
Keenation. To covers by Sun Again 
she produced the winners Ky. Lea and 
Sunrise; to ♦Princequillo she bred 
Keeneland Lady, and to Citation she 
produced Keenation’s older brother, 
Numo. 

Keenation's second dam, Lady Peace, 
produced the stakes winners Son of 
Peace, Flying Disc and Happiness, in 
addition to the winners Son of Chance, 
Whirl Blast, Urgent, Stephens Girl and 
Lady Tru.

Career Boy was a tremendous competitor. He 
won the United States Hotel and Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes and Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, 
missed by inches in the Garden State Stakes. He 
was weighted at 126 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap ahead of Nail, Needles, Prince John, 
and Swoon’s Son, etc. At 3, a bruised foot and

Two letters on the opposite page indicate 
a strong reaction on the part of Maryland 
breeders to the controversial remarks made by 
Rigan McKinney in the February issue of The 
Maryland Horse. 

The letters, signed by Lewis W. Waggaman 
and Richard Murphy, both take Mr. McKinney 
to task for his reference to "garbage” mares in 
Maryland. 

I thought, personally, that Rigan went slight¬ 
ly overboard when he said: "There is really 
only one top stallion here in Maryland— 
Native Dancer. . . 

But, as Mr. McKinney also said in the arti¬ 
cle written by Joe B. Hickey, Jr.: "Of course, 
if we all had the same opinion, there’d be more 
wallflowers at the dance.” 

So, to those offended by Rigan’s remarks, let 
it be emphasized that the genial gentleman 
from Howard County was giving only an 
opinion and that opinion was stated in response 
to questioning by Mr. Hickey. 

Rigan wasn’t out to make anybody mad. He 
was simply giving his thinking on how to im¬ 
prove the Maryland breeding industry. 

Whether other Maryland breeders agree with 
Mr. McKinney remains to be seen. 

It is my contention that the published re-

marks of Rigan McKinney can achieve some 
good in the State. We have, I think, sat too 
long and watched. It’s time for us to start cul¬ 
ling. 

It takes no great genius to breed a horse. 
Anybody with a healthy mare can accomplish 
that trick. The goal is to breed something 
which is better than the average. 

And I agree with Rigan when he says the 
first step is to eliminate the cheap mares. 

Too frequently we complain about poor sales 
prices at the yearling auctions and lack of 
stabling accommodations for Maryland-breds. 
The answer to these problems can’t be given in 
a few words, but, to my way of thinking, the 
first step should be the development of a better 
product. 

When you’ve got something to sell and the 
public knows that you’ve got it, you’ll have no 
trouble peddling horses. And when you’ve got 
a good horse, the race tracks are only too happy 
to give him a stall. 

So let’s not be hasty in condemning Mr. Mc- 
kinney just because he spoke his mind. He 
doesn’t pretend to be Federico Tesio, but he 
does get a good price for his yearlings—and 
not everyone can make that boast.—S. C. 


—Geld The Coifs, Cull The Mares— 


Maryland’s problem of too many cheap horses 
is by no means unique with this State or even 
with this country. 

Dare Wigan, writing in London’s "Financial 
Times,” made these observations in the news¬ 
paper’s January 17 edition: 

. . Few people want to see the eclipse of 
the small owner who has one or two horses in 
training, and it can, of course, be argued that 
if a person chooses ^to race inferior animals, that 
is his or her funeral. On the other hand, there 
is no doubt that there are a large number of 
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animals whose origins, conformation and pro¬ 
nounced lack of ability are such that they are a 
source of embarrassment, not only to their own¬ 
ers, but also to our bloodstock industry. 

"The problem of how to prevent undesirable 
animals from being included in the General 
Stud Book is not a new one; in fact, William 
Day referred to it at some length in The Horse: 
How to Breed and Rear Him, published in 
1888. 

" ’There are,’ he wrote, 'undoubtedly far too

If the all important bottom line, referred to 
by Mr. McKinney, is such a major factor, I 
wonder what would have come from these 
select mares had they been bred to Prince Dare, 
Double Brandy or * River War, all who pro¬ 
duced recent important stakes winners from 
the ''trash-type” mares referred to by Mr. Mc¬ 
Kinney. 

As far as I am conerned, Mr. McKinney, ex¬ 
resident and beneficiary of the State of Mary¬ 
land, can keep his brick bats to himself.

Woodlawn Buys Idolator 

Idolater, a stakes-winning son of * Mahmoud, 
has been purchased by the Woodlawn Farm and 
will make his first season at stud at the Ellicott 
City establishment. 

Bred and raced by Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm, Idolater earned $81,832.50 
during three years of campaigning. His stakes 
victories include the Chesapeake, Bowie Handi¬ 
cap and Maryland Derby. 

He placed in the following stakes: Valley 
Forge, Governor’s Gold Cup, Ventnor Turf 
Handicap and Providence. 

As a four-year-old, Idolater established a new 
track record at Hialeah for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth turf course. He was timed in 1.421/5. 

The gray horse was foaled in 1957. 

Idolater is out of the excellent race mare 
Irisen (a winner of $100,810) who raced for 
O. L. Nyberg. Irisen was purchased by Saga¬ 
more Farm after her racing career had ended. 

Idolater will join Prince Dare at the Wood¬ 
lawn Farm. 

The Ellicott City establishment is operated 
by Mr. and Mrs. C. Oliver Goldsmith and Lieut, 
and Mrs. Richard B. Edgar. 
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Shenandoah Payment Due 

A payment of $15 is due March 15 to keep 
2-year-olds eligible for the inaugural running 
of the Tri-State Futurity at Shenandoah Downs 
this summer. 

The payment is due only on the 203 juve¬ 
niles named for the 1962 first running and does 
not apply to nominees for the 1963 and 1964 
editions. 

The Tri-State was established at Shenandoah 
last year as the first Futurity in West Virginia 
racing history and the only stakes race in the 
State. In order to get it on a true futurity basis 
by 1964, nominations were made last year for 
the first three runnings. Nearly 650 foals and 
mares (to the 1964 race) were named in what 
track officials called an unprecedented re¬ 
sponse. 

The March 15 payment must be postmarked 
before midnight on that date and should be ad¬ 
dressed to Robert G. Leavitt, Director of Rac¬ 
ing, Shenandoah Downs, Box 551, Charles 
Town, W. Va.

The Winers—A Story Of Success 


The sign beside the driveway of the Hill-N- 
Dale Farm warns visitors not to leave their 
automobile. It advises the guest to blow his 
horn and sit tight until the dogs are called off. 

But the only dog I encountered upon leav¬ 
ing my car at the 90-acre farm of Ephraim and 
Ray Winer near Jessup was a tail-wagging fel¬ 
low who seemed thoroughly pleased at making 
a new acquaintance. 

And that little dog typified the atmosphere 
at Hill-N-Dale Farm. 

The Winers are in the process of building a 
stud of considerable class, and they were de¬ 
lighted to show their horses, barns and house 
to the visitor. 

Hill-N-Dale Farm has eight broodmares 
(three in foal, another with a suckling), two 
yearlings, five 2-year-olds, three 3-year-olds, 
three 4-year-olds and one 5-year-old. 

And, in the stallion department, the Winers 
own Panacean and shares in * Turn-to, *My 
Babu, *Our Babu, * Arctic Prince, * Solar Slip- 
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per, Martins Rullah and Navy Brass. 

Panacean, a highly promising young stallion 
by Roman, is standing at the Glade Valley Farm 
near Walkersville, simply because the Winers 
didn’t want to get into the business of boarding 
outside mares. 

"We’ve got seventeen stalls on our place,” 
explained Mr. Winer. "We thought at first that 
we would bring Panacean here to breed to our 
own mares, but, then when outsiders started 
showing interest in him, we figured we had 
better stand him at a farm which had adequate 
accommodations for boarders.” 

Panacean may have been the Winers’ fastest 
horse. 

Purchased as a yearling for $25,500 at Keene- 
land, the colt trained the way a stakes horse 
should. 

"He had us glowing with pride,” says 
Ephraim Winer. "We thought we had come up 
with a top runner.” 

But Panacean never got to the races. He went 
wrong in training and was retired to stud at

Mildred Woolwine’s White Oaks Farm in Ken¬ 
tucky. This year he is standing for the first 
time in Maryland. 

From Panacean’s first crop came Buoyant and 
Telekinesis. Two such runners from the stal¬ 
lion’s initial book was encouraging. And there 
has been no lessening of optimism in the sub¬ 
sequent seasons. 

The breakdown on his three crops of foals 
to race is as follows: 

1957— nine foals, seven winners. 

1958— seventeen foals, fifteen winners. 

1959— seventeen foals, four winners. 

The Winers work as a team in their horse 
dealings. Mr. Winer says his wife, Ray, does 
"all the leg-work,” but she disclaims any 
shrewdness, stating that to her "all horses look 
pretty.” 

Of this remark, her husband replied: "Ray 
is very modest. She’s a lot sharper than she 
pretends.” 

The horse phase of the Winers’ marriage 
commenced fourteen years ago with the pur¬ 
chase of a 7-year-old Tennessee Walker named 
Lady. 


"We used to ride alot,” explains Mrs. Winer, 
"and Eph bought her for me as a present.” 

Living then in Baltimore, the Winers chanced 
to board their mare at Jimmy Hechter’s farm 
on the Old Court Road near Pikesville. 

It was through Mr. Hechter that they got 
their indoctrination into racing. 

On the Hechter farm was a Calumet Farm- 
bred yearling which the Winers took a fancy 
to. The more they visited the farm to go horse¬ 
back riding, the more they saw of the yearling. 

"We bought him,” recalls Mr. Winer, "for 
$1,000 cold cash. He never earned a penny.” 

The colt, named Saranto (by Vezzano-Tiens 
by Pennant), raced two seasons (1951 and 
1952) for the Winers. 

"Once,” says Mrs. Winer, "he beat a horse. 
But only once. The other times he was dead 
last.” 

Adds Ephraim Winer: "We started at the 
bottom with Saranto, so we had only one way 
to go.” 

That the Winers succeeded in ascending in

SAGGY IS TOP MARYLAND STALLI 

CARRY BACK'S SIRE IS SECOND 
IN NATIONAL STANDINGS 

By Joe B. Hickey, Jr. 


I N 1956 a survey of Maryland stallions was 
undertaken to afford breeders the oppor¬ 
tunity of analyzing at close range the perform¬ 
ance record of the numerous progenitors in the 
State. The initial survey—a reduction of a na¬ 
tion-wide tabulation to one of handy, provincial 
dimensions—was published in the March, 1956 
issue of The Maryland Horse. 

Subsequent surveys, increasing the value of 
the original compilation, have been published 
in this magazine each March since then. 

The seventh report, spanning the year 1961, 
includes every Maryland stallion which sired 
the winner of a race in the United States, 
Canada and at Caliente and Hipodromo de las 
Americas, in Mexico, during the 12-month pe¬ 
riod ending December 31st last. It is divided 
into the three standard classifications: General 
Sire List, Sires of Two-Year-Old Winners, and 
Broodmare Sires. 

Each classification, in turn, has been analyzed 
to ascertain the 15 leading stallions on the 
three standard bases: First Money won by their 
get, Most Winners, and Most Races Won. 

To circumvent the problem of stallion turn¬ 
over it was arbitrarily decided to include as a 
"Maryland” stallion every stud now standing in 
the State, or which has made at least one season 
in the State since 1957, or which died in serv¬ 
ice in Maryland. 

In the case of broodmare sires, however, 
any stallion making one or more seasons in 
Maryland since 1936 is included providing 
his daughters produced the winners of at least 
$100,000 in first monies during 1961. Nine 
broodmare sires so qualified. 

Statistics are taken from the national stand¬ 
ings published in The Blood-Horse and are 
made available to The Maryland Horse 
through the co-operation of the Lexington, 
Kentucky, magazine’s publishers, the Thorough- 
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bred Owners and Breeders Association. 

The 1962 roster, published in the January 
issue of this magazine, and the February sup¬ 
plement, lists pedigrees, locations and terms of 
all Thoroughbred stallions now standing in the 
State. 

Superior figures indicate dead-heats. First 
monies only are given. In cases of ties, prefer¬ 
ence was determined by money won. 

GENERAL SIRE LIST: Saggy, 17-year-old 
son of Swing and Sway—*Chantress, by Hy¬ 
perion, successfully defended the title he won 
in I960 as Maryland’s leading sire. The $605,- 
398 credited to the account of his get last year 
was sufficient to place him a strong second to 
# Ambiorix as the nation’s leading sire. 

Saggy, in the process of being syndicated, 
also finished fifth on the Maryland list of lead¬ 
ing sires of two-year-olds. 

Twenty-nine winners (all ages) of 70 
races contributed to Saggy’s total. His "big 
horse,’’ of course, was Carry Back, leading 
money-winner ($528,200) of the season and 
champion three-year-old. Conceived in Mary¬ 
land at Country Life Farm and foaled in Flor¬ 
ida, Carry Back is out of the Star Blen mare, 

Joppy- 

Following his recent second-place finish to 
Intentionally in the Seminole Handicap at Hia¬ 
leah, Carry Back’s earnings stood at $870,798 
—sixth best on the all-time list. 

Carry Back is now in the process of being 
syndicated for $1,225,000. Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
A. Price, the colt’s owners, are retaining two 
shares, selling 33 others at $35,000 each. Last 
summer, Saggy, owned since his yearling days 
by Stanley Sagner, was being offered for syn¬ 
dication at $160,000. 

Saggy had but one stakes winner last year, 
but Carry Back was the best of providers, win¬ 
ning seven added-money races, four of them 
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ON FOR SECOND STRAIGHT YEAR 


in the $100,000 category. 

Loser Weeper, Sagamore Farm, which had 
to be destroyed following a leg fracture in Au¬ 
gust, I960, accounted for top honors in the 
Most Winners and Most Races won categories 
for general sires. The son of Discovery had out 
41 winners of 103 2 races. Relatively few stal¬ 
lions are represented by the winners of as many 
as 100 races in one season. Last year was the 
second time Loser Weeper earned a place in 
this select group, having first hit the 100-mark 
in 1959. 

Tuscany had out 34 winners of 89 1 races, 
and Saggy was credited with 29 winners of 70 
races to take second and third places in the 
Most Winners and Most Races Won divisions. 

Finishing second to Saggy in First Money 
was Native Dancer, which had out five stakes 
winners in 1961. The gray’s get earned $317,- 
737. Rough’n Tumble, syndicated and moved 
to Ocala Stud, Florida, after the 1957 breeding 
season, was third with $231,124. Conestoga 
and Yes You Will, both Maryland-owned and 
the latter Maryland-bred, were Rough’n Tum¬ 
ble’s most accomplished gleaners. 

SIRES OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS: Native 
Dancer won honors as the State’s leading sire 
of juveniles in a no-contest affair. With 6 win¬ 
ners of 11 races and $127,465, Native Dancer 
far outstripped *Sea Charger’s second-place 
total. Native Dancer’s Rattle Dancer won the 
Hollywood Juvenile Championship, 196l’s first 
$100,000 race for two-year-olds. 

*Sea Charger, syndicated and standing at 
Glenangus Farms, had out 5 winners of 8 races 
and $34,835. Double Brandy, with the stakes 
winners All Brandy and Nip o’ Brandy going 
for him, was third in First Money. Also 
syndicated and standing at J. Fred Colwill’s 
Halcyon Farm, Double Brandy is credited with 
$29,395. 

With 8 winners, Prince Dare topped that 
category and placed second to Saggy in Most 
Races Won, 13 to 15. 

BROODMARE SIRES: Among the old- 
timers, *Bahram, Discovery and # Challenger 
II were the leaders. All are now dead. * Bah¬ 
rain, undefeated in 9 starts and the most recent 
(1935) of the 14 horses to win England’s

Triple Crown, was imported to this country 
in 1940 by Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Walter P. 
Chrysler, James Cox Brady and Sylvester Labrot 
for a reported $160,000. He saw service at 
Vanderbilts Sagamore and Chrysler’s North 
Wales Stud, at Warrenton, Virginia, before 
being exported to Argentina in 1945. He died 
11 years later. 

Last year * Bahrain’s 37 daughters sent out 
59 winners of 160 races and $367,529. In¬ 
cluded were 3 stakes winners of 9 stakes. 

Discovery, Maryland’s premier broodmare 


sire for the four previous seasons, was repre¬ 
sented by 51 mares. They produced 78 win¬ 
ners of 196 1 races and $330,351. 

Though third in First Money, * Challenger II 
was tops in Most Winners (91) and Most 
Races Won (207 1 ). Discovery, which like 
* Challenger II, served his entire stud career in 
Maryland, was second in on both counts. * Bah¬ 
rain was third in Most Winners—59; Grand 
Slam, a tenant at Glenangus before his retire¬ 
ment, was third in Most Races Won, with 162.

Maryland-Breds Rank Third 
Behind Kentucky and Calif. 

In Newly Devised Stakes Index 


Statistics made public last month by Frank 
Talmadge Phelps, writing in The Thoroughbred 
Record, disclose Maryland horses are a quality- 
producing group. 

Mr. Phelps has devised a "stakes-breeding ef- 
ficieny index.” This index shows the number of 
foals needed in a particular State to produce 
one stakes winner. 

There’s no surprise connected with the fact 
that Kentucky leads the index. Thirteen foals 
were needed in Kentucky to achieve one stakes 
winner. 

Of the States which produce 200 or more 
March, 1962 


foals a year, California stood second with an 
index rating of 16. And then in third place 
came MARYLAND. 

Washington was fourth and FLORIDA was 
fifth! Virginia stood seventh and New Jersey 
eighth. 

The figures compiled by Mr. Phelps show 
that Maryland gets one winner of an open 
stakes race ("closed,” i.e. Maryland-bred stakes, 
were not used in the tabulation) from every 
30 foals. 

Florida needed 45 foals for a stakes winner 
and Virginia required 70.

that direction there can be no doubt. And they 
credit Paul Ebelhardt, the former Calumet 
farm-manager, for their good fortune. 

"Ebelhardt advised us how to get started," 
recalls Mr. Winer. "He told us to look for well- 
bred fillies first. That way we would have some¬ 
thing to start a breeding farm with, even though 
it would take years to develop. 

"I think we are just now beginning to feel 
the effects of Paul’s advice. We have an im¬ 
proving stable. And I’m not bragging when I 
tell you that Bronze Babu is better than he 
looked in the Widener Handicap. 

"That doesn’t mean he’s a Yorky or a Carry 
Back, but he can run better than he did against 
them in that race. We think Portrayer is possi¬ 
bly a stakes horse, and we know Buoyant was 
before he broke down last year.’’ 

Turn To Love ( a 3-year-old who hasn’t yet 
started) was the first foal the Winers got as a 
result of their share in the phenomenal * Turn- 
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to. The filly was a twin (the other was born 
dead) and has been brought along slowly.

But she has a fine-looking 2-year-old by 
Panacean, and no one need worry too much 
when there’s a producing Count Fleet mare in 
the barn.

many mares unfitted for breeding Thoroughbred 
stock, which are yet kept for the purpose. The 
produce of these, often hundreds of pounds have 
been spent over them, are only fit for inferior 
purposes, and drag out their wretched existences 
between the shafts of a London cab or butcher’s 
cart.’ But he went on to say that useless mares 
were not as harmful as a surfeit of indifferent 
stallions, for the simple reason that whereas a 
mare throws only one foal each year, a stallion 
may get as many as 40. 

"Having propounded the evils of too many 
stallions, the author was not found wanting 
when it came to making suggestions for reduc¬ 
ing their number. ’I think,’ he remarks, 'that 
if gentlemen who breed their own horses would 
have every moderate yearling cut, as well as all 
as had any serious defect as to shape ... it 
would be an immense improvement.’ 

"An idea that might encourage breeders and 
owners to geld colts of inferior class and con¬ 
formation would be for the Jockey Club to in¬ 
troduce races for geldings only. After all, it is 
an accepted fact that geldings come to hand 
earlier and retain their enthusiasm for racing 
longer than do colts, and if a sufficient number

of worthwhile prizes were offered for them, 
there would be an inducement for owners to 
adopt this policy, instead of keeping moderate 
horses entire in the hope that after a few suc¬ 
cesses in handicaps they can be retired to stud 
and attract sufficient mares to make it a paying 
proposition. Such hopes are rarely fulfilled, as 
anyone can see by scanning the advertisements 
for stallions that appear in sporting newspapers 
and periodicals, which show that whereas the 
services of top-class sires are usually booked full

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well in advance of the next covering season, 
those of animals standing at moderate’ fees are 
frequently available. 

"If evidence is required to show that geldings 
retain their zest for racing longer than entire 
horses, it is readily available. For example, there 
was that great war-time favorite, Sugar Palm, 
who contested 79 races, winning 22 of them, 
and was still in training when he died suddenly 
aged 13; Highland Division, who, like Sugar 
Palm, was foaled in 1938 and who at the age 
of eight ran no fewer than 17 times and, more 
recently, Caught Out, who last season, at the 
age of nine, won three consecutive handicaps 
worth £1,051 2s, £1,763 2s and £1,283 respec¬ 
tively. However, perhaps the most remarkable 
gelding of recent years was the late Lord Astor’s 
High Stakes. 

"When High Stakes was foaled early in 1942, 
Lord Astor was entitled to hope that this hand¬ 
some chestnut colt by Hyperion out of Penny- 
comequick might provide him with the Derby 
winner that had for so long eluded his Cliveden 
stud. Unfortunately, High Stakes developed 
wayward tendencies as a two-year-old and so it 
was reluctantly decided to geld him, and the 
soundness of the decision was confirmed the 
following year when High Stakes won six races. 
By 1951, when he was retired from the Turf, 
his record was 34 wins from 53 starts. 

"The lesson that the racecourse career of 
High Stakes teaches seems plain. It is that if as 
great an authority on bloodstock as the late 
Lord Astor was prepared to geld a two-year-old 
bred on classic lines because his temperament 
was not suited to racing, there is surely an in¬ 
centive to others to follow his example with 
animals that have small prospect of winning a 
good-class handicap, let alone a classic."
